CHARTER AMENDMENT 
RELATIVE TO ALDERMEN SALARIES 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, “Shall Section 127 of the City 
Charter be amended so as to increase the 
compensation of each alderman from $400 
to $600: per year, said amended section to 
read as follows: 


- “Section 127. The compensation of the 
mayor shall be $3,600 per year, and the 
compensation of each alderman shall be 
$600 per year,’’ was 5525 votes, of which 
1740 votes were cast in favor of the propo- 
tion and 8785 votes were cast against the 
proposition. 


Whereas, the larger number of votes cast 
were against the proposition, on motion 
of Ald. Stoppel it was declared lost by the 
following vote:

CHARTER AMENTMENT 
RELATIVE TO ELECTIONS 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, ‘‘Shall Sections 12, 18, 19, 20 
and 30 of the City Charter be amended 
and a new section to stand and be known 
as Section 31, be added so as to provide 
for the filing of nominating petitions at 
least twenty days before primary elections; 
to designate the personnel of the City 
Election Commission; to provide for the 
holding over of a city officer until] his suc- 
cessor shall be elected or appointed and 
qualified and to provide for the filling of a 
vacancy in any elective office other than 
the office of Mayor or Alderman, and to 
provide that any candidate receiving a 
majority of all the votes cast at the 
primary election shall be the sole nominee 
for such office at the municipal election?” 
was 4830 votes, of which 2470 votes were 
cast in favor of the proposition and 2360 
votes were cast against the proposition. 


Whereas, the larger number of votes 
cast were in favor of the proposition, on 
motion of Ald. Smith it was declared 
adopted by the following vote:
